Miss Roze Wood, and the other members of the
company bad every reason to be satisfied with
the heartiness of the applanse that greeted them
when they stepped upon Jthe stage and if we
excent a few lapses of memory and other little
irregularitics that are nearly always incidental
to the first performance of a piece, they acted in
a style to deserye the marks of approbation be-
stowed upou them.

The Fiying Seud 1s an eminently characteristic
effort of the great modern dramatist who claiiss
to have driven Shakespeare from the stage. It
is a highly moral play, after the Boucleanltian
standard of morality; that is, three acts of
cheating, 1yiong, swindling, and all manner of
villainy are concluded by the punishment of
vice and the triumph of virtue, and a moral tag
to the effect that virtue is its own reward, Apart
from any moral consideration. however, Th
Fiying Send 18 an interesting popular play.
The plot is congtructed with Boucleault's accus-
ton.ed skill, and a series of good acting charac-
ters are introduced which are sufliciently near
to "humni nature for stage purposes ol least.
